Tokyo, Jan. 28 —(UP)— A Jap- 
anese carpenter hoping to be shot 
as- a martyr was seized by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur Sunday when 
he rushed up to the general and 
tried to hand him a package con- 
taining a wooden sword, it was dis- 
closed today.

the man was seized by a member 
of MacArthur's honor guard as he

soldier while making a show of 
molesting him (an American sol- 
dier).

MacArthur 
Seizes Jap 
Carpenter

Tokyo, Jan. 28 —(UP)— A Jap- 
anese carpenter hoping to be shot 
as- a martyr was seized by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur Sunday when 
he rushed up to the general and 
tried to hand him a package con- 
taining a wooden sword, it was dis- 
closed today. 
An official announcement 
said 


the man was seized by a member 
of MacArthur's honor guard as he 
annroachcd 
the 
supreme com- 
mander outside the headquarters 
building. An eyewitness said Mac- 
Arthur 
personally 
grabbed 
the 
man's arms and handed him over 
to the 'guard. 
In the package were a wooden 


sword and an attached letter stat- 
ing tne carpenter's desire to die

MacArthur ordered the military 
police to lecture the man, 58-year- 
old Ichijiro Adatchi, on good man- 
ners and release him. The general 
kept the sword, which he is giving 
to his son as a sourvenir. 
The carpenter's letter said, "I 
am determined to commit suicide 
by a shot from tho rifle of a U.S. 
soldier while making a show of 
molesting him (an American sol- 
dier). I have no intention of com- 
mitting any crime . . .

MacArthur 
Seizes Jap 
Carpenter

Tokyo, Jan. 28 —(UP)— A Jap- 
anese carpenter hoping to be shot 
as- a martyr was seized by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur Sunday when 
he rushed up to the general and 
tried to hand him a package con- 
taining a wooden sword, it was dis- 
closed today. 
An official announcement 
said 


the man was seized by a member 
of MacArthur's honor guard as he 
annroachcd 
the 
supreme com- 
mander outside the headquarters 
building. An eyewitness said Mac-

man's arms and handed him over 
to the 'guard. 
In the package were a wooden 


sword and an attached letter stat-

The carpenter's letter said, "I 
am determined to commit suicide 
by a shot from tho rifle of a U.S. 
soldier while making a show of 
molesting him (an American sol- 
dier). I have no intention of com- 
mitting any crime . . .

MacArthur 
Seizes Jap 
Carpenter

Tokyo, Jan. 28 —(UP)— A Jap- 
anese carpenter hoping to be shot 
as- a martyr was seized by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur Sunday when 
he rushed up to the general and 
tried to hand him a package con- 
taining a wooden sword, it was dis- 
closed today. 
An official announcement 
said 


the man was seized by a member 
of MacArthur's honor guard as he 
annroachcd 
the 
supreme com- 
mander outside the headquarters 
building. An eyewitness said Mac-

personally 
grabbed

man's arms and handed him over 
to the 'guard. 
In the package were a wooden 


sword and an attached letter stat- 
ing tne carpenter's desire to die

MacArthur ordered the military 
police to lecture the man, 58-year- 
old Ichijiro Adatchi, on good man- 
ners and release him. The general 
kept the sword, which he is giving 
to his son as a sourvenir. 
The carpenter's letter said, "I 
am determined to commit suicide 
by a shot from tho rifle of a U.S. 
soldier while making a show of 
molesting him (an American sol- 
dier). I have no intention of com- 
mitting any crime . . . 
"The Japanese are in a miser- 
able condition, living in dugouts 
and shacks as the result of the 
unexpected defeat in the war.

Both .these amateurs and 
these non-Communists are secre- 
tive, however, and put the burden 
of proof on us. 


The ensuing sentence is rather 
long but it comes from a recent 
speech by Father Cavanaugh and 
seems to me to muddle rather than 
clarify the case:

the covert communists of our poli- 
tics, took a negative position.
